1. Bv thi s memorandum, I am designating [

as Chairman, Nuclear Test Monitoring 
(NTMWG) for a period of one year beginning 




2. Since many of the tasks assigned to the NTMWG 
will not be carried out until and unless a comprehensive 
test ban is implemented, the current duties of the working 
group will consist primarily of intelligence support to 
treaty negotiations and development of a comprehensive 
national test monitoring plan to provide acceptable 
verification capability. 

3. The Chairman will contact Agency members of the 
NTMWG as outlined in the management plan (Ref a) to 
develop a working group structure for carrying out the 
tasks outlined above. The development > of a formal charter 
for complete implementation of all duties eventually to 

be assigned to the NTMWG will be accomplished in a timely 
manner subject to progress in the treaty negotiations 
process.
